WASHINGTON, July 12.+Postmas- 
ter General New’ appeared today be- 
fore the Senate Postoffice’ ,Subcom- 
mittee, of which Senator: Brookhart 
is Chairman, and related: what the 
Postoffice Department had done in 
investigating the alleged sale of post- 
offices in Georgia. He did not de 
fend the practice, which he said. in- 
vestigation had shown existed, but 
insisted that Democratic office hold- 
ers had solicited funds from South- 
ern postmasters for Democratic na- 
tional campaign funds, while the 
Georgia Republican scandal. only ins 
volved the Republican State organi- 
zation. 

Mr. New testified that he first 
heard of the bartering in postoffices 
in 1925. His investigation then 
showed that a white man was in- 
volved in this practice. This indi- 
vidual, he said, was prominent in 
politics and had made recommenda- 
tions in Congress and had mulcted 
money from men he had recom- 
mended.

Improved Sensitivity, of the 
Photo-Electric . Cell Permits 
Use Even on Cloudy Days. 


WIDER FIELD IN THE FUTURE 


Experiment Forecasts Time When 
Outdoor Spectacles Can Be Broad- 
cast Over Great Distances. 


A figure in flannels and white sport 
shirt stood on the roof of the Bell 
Telephone Company Laboratories, 
463 West Street, yesterday, and 
whirled a racket through all the 
strokes in the tennis player’s reper- 
tory. In front. of the figure exe- 


cuting lofts and lobs was a television 
camera. 


Three floors below. in a far corner 
of the building, a group of persons 
was gathered at the same time.

Possibilities Are Discussed. 


“We can. take this machine to 
Niagara, to the Polo Grounds’ or to 
the Yale Bowl,” said one of the en- 
gineers of the Bell Laboratories, 
‘and it will pick up the scene for 
broadcasting. The important step we 
have taken in this new development 
is that sunlight is used instead of a 
powerful artificial light. It will 
photograph’ the cataract of Niag- 
ara.

A lens five inches in d 
ameter projects from an opening in 
the black cloth. Behind the lens-and 
hidden by the cloth is Nipkow’s disk. 
measuring three feet in diameter. It 
has. fifty: tiny. holes alone its outer 
rim. They measure 1-16 inch in 
diameter and are so arranged that 
no line effect is noticed on the pic- 
ture at the receiving —* The disk 
is of aluminum, painted. black, and 
when in operation it —8 so that |5 
each of the little licht openings 
passes a given point eighteen times 
in a second. ‘This creates 900 lines to

The prisoner claimed to be a cousin 
of King Alfonso of Spain and he 
said he was representing American 
financial concerns which were in- 
terested. in a proposed loan of $50,- 
000,000 to Hungary. 

The police said the man was no 
stranger to them, and that a few 
years ago he was asked to leave 
the country for giving a spurious 
check: ‘They said that last night he 
had asked the porter of his hotel 
to.lend him $1,500, explaining that 
the banks were closed. 

Word had also come from the 
Paris police charging the “Prince” 
with being party to a plot to counter- 
feit French bonds. The prisoner 
denied this and said he would prove 
his innocence before a French mag- 
istrate, 

He came here from Prague with 
an American passport and this fact, 
coupled with ‘his claim to relation- 
ship with the Spanish royal ge ed 
led the- authorities to suggest that 
he may be the same man who cut 
a considerable dash in the United 
States a few years ago. 


A man claiming. to be Don Alfonso 
Louis Jerome de Bourbon, a son of 
King Alfonso XII. of Spain, came 
into public notice in New York in 
October, 1921. He visited many —— 
ionable resorts in this country, in 
—— Palm Beach, and at one time 

was reported to have been en- 
ed to a prominent society —— 
en his stories of relationshi ip te 
Spanish royalty were disrupted by 
the Spanish inbassador he backed 
his claims by producing correspon- 
dence with the Vatican indicating 
that he had a claim to a share in 
the estate of Alfonso XII. Later he 
said that he was a half-brother of 
—* — King of Spain. 
Octoper; 1924, he asked the 
e of Nations to recognize him 
= 1 e rightful heir to the Spanish 
throne. e said that he did J care 
for power, but wanted his rightful 
estates. 

At one stage.of his career in this 
country he conferred with Treasury 
officials in Washington on interna- 
tional credits. and was granted @ 
hearing by a Senate committee.

City’s Duty to Construct, Marginal 
Sewer Circling City Island, 
He Declares. 


“New York. is suffering from. the 
growing pains. of a big city without 
adequate sewage . disposal,’”? Health 
Commissioner Harris. declared .yes- 
terday in making public. a list. of | tp, 
unhealthful bathing places... He ex- 
pressed. the belief that ‘‘what ought 
to be done eventually to relieve this 
situation could ..be. done.more prof- 
itably at the present,’’ adding: 

“The City of New. York is going 
to meet this. problem for the northern 
end of Manhattan, adjoining the East 
River, and plans for remedying .the 
pollution of Ja.aica Bay are already 
under way. 

“The War. Department has coop- 
erated in..regard to the pollution of 
waters. around Staten Island, with 
the result that sewage from three 
sources has been diverted to a treat- 
ment plant, making bathing safe at} (yj 
Graham, Oakwood, Midland and|be 
South Beaches,’’ 

The Commissioner listed several 
places as proved by recent tests to 
be unsafe for bathing. They are: 

All waters touching Manhattan 
Island, off Twentieth Street and 
Gravesend: Avenue; off Sheepshead 
Bay ‘Road and Emmons (Avenue; 
Jamaica Bay; Harlem Ship Canal;- 
Hudson River within the city limits; 
the. Hast River; Harlem River; 
Gravesend Bay; Arthur Kill; Kill 
von Kull; the Narrows South to Fort 
Wadsworth Reservation, including 
Newton Creek, Little Bay, Powell’s 
Cove, Flushing Bay, Bowery Bay, 
Upper New York Bay, Gowanus 
Creek and City Island Creek. 

“The standard used in the measure- 
ments of bacteria content was about 
fifteen drops of water,’’ he explained. 
“Tf samples showed a content of 
100 or more colon bacilli, the water 
was considered dangerous. But the 
waters around Manhattan Island 
showed a colon bacilli content of 
from 1,000 to 10,000 per fifteen drops. 
This is to be expected, for the city 
disposes of more than a billion gal- 


lons of sewage daily.” He went on: 
“City Island presents a_ special 
problem. A inal sewer runni 
around the island is needed to drain 
it —— and because there are 
ople living there, and 
it is = ana —9 recreation point for 
city res dents, the city should bear 
the burden of supplying such relief.

Prosecator’s Criminal Division 
Began 8,831 Actions Up to 
Jane 30, Says Report. 


The work of Charles H.. Tuttle as 
United States Attorney for the fiscal 
year endéd June 80 was’ Tteviewed 
yesterday ina statement which dis- 
‘cusses his various activities along the 
same lines as a statement issued on 
April 6, the end of his first year in 
office... The ,present. report, dealing 
with: prohibition, says that the cler- 
ical’ personnel of this department 
and the number of attorneys loaned 
to it by the Treasury Department 
had been reduiced’ so’ that it was 
operating with a force about one- 
third less than in previous years. 

But the record of the criminal di- 
vision of the department, Mr. Tuttle 
says, far exceeds that of any one of 
the previous years. ‘During ‘the fiscal 
year,’ the report says, 8,831 criminal 
actions were begun’ and 1,185 convic- 
tions were. obtained. In the: year 1926- 
27 there were 2,517 actions and 1,854 
convictions, 

The report says that in spite of the 
congested condition of the calendars 
of the Federal court; the number: of 
criminal actions begun .under the 
prohibition: slaw during «the last 
fiscal year was more than three 
times the number in the previous 
year and the number of convictions 
‘was more than four times the num- 
ber in the previous year. Mr. Tuttle’s 
office prepared adlock com- 
plaints and obtained decrees in 546 
cases.

ADJOURNED TO CANADA. 

The Pennsylvania Sheriffs held a 
State Convention. The convention 
necessitated a banquet. A banquet 
of peace officers necessitates a raid. 
One regrets to notice an unjustified 
heat among the pillars of the law 
whose mirth was disturbed. There is 
complaint against theCounty District 
Attorney. Against the county detec- 
tive who with him entered the scene 
of shrieval merriment, a search war- 
rant their invitation, that complaint 
took the form of missile bottles, 
assault and battery. Those officidis 
would have been false to their duty 
if they had not heeded the plain 
notice which such ah assembly gave. 
If it had been a convention of County 
District Attorneys or county detec- 
tives, the Federal prohibition agents 
would have followed an equally plain 
notice. Even a conference of State 
Judges might not have been safe 
from search and seizure. 

As to the law of laws, there is a 
state not only of the public but the 
official mind which may be taken 
for granted. True, it is a little sad 
to find it in Pennsylvania, once puri- 
fied by the sternest of prohibition 
Governors and still blessed with a 
Dry Executive. But it can’t be ex- 
pected that, because Mr. VOLSTEAD 
is virtuous, there shall be no more 
cakes and “ ginger ale.” It is a sat- 
isfaction to record that the law, 
broken, as usual, by enforcers of 
the law, was majestically sustained 
exactly in the ancient way. A bell- 
boy, acting the part of the self- 
sacrificing “old colored servant” in 
descents upon the premises of Dry 
magnificoes in the South, was ar- 
rested, some of the Sheriffs grate- 
fully going on his bond. 

The District Attorney says that he 
would have been justified in arrest- 
ing a number of the Sheriffs for 
disorderly conduct. He would not 
have been justified. He would have 
broken the rules of orderly proced- 
ure. in such cases. The whole affair 
was artistically gratifying. It was 
almost: a.perfect illustration of one 
benign ‘effect of Volsteadism. The 
angry Sheriffs—who had no right to 
be angry about a natural and nor- 
mal occurrence—went too far. They 
went to Ontario for the: last day’s 
session. As their stay wouldn’t be 
long enough to enable them to 
qualify as recipients of Ontario’s 
comforts for the stranger within her 
gates, their brief emigration must be 
construed as symbolic. They must 
have wished to shake the alleged 
Dry dust of Pennsylvania from their 
boots; to tread the soil of a country 
which has a civilized and practical 
method of regulating what cannot be 
destroyed. 

A squadron of American Sheriffs, 
accused of breaking a law that 
“ everybody” breaks, fleeing to an- 
other country to conclude their de- 
liberations and get a breath of 
peace, if of nothing stronger, sug- 
gests. pained or ironic thoughts to 
native and alien sociologists. Ihe 
Sheriffs themselves must brood upon 
the long decline of their once powc 
ful office. Whv was the ancient cus- 
tom of tenure by “Sheriff tooth” 
abolished? The tenant was bound to 
furnish abundant good food and 
Grink to the Sheriff of his county. 
Up to the last century the magnates 
of every English shire “rode with 
the Sheriff” to the assizes, contrib- 
uting wine and grub to his enter- 
tainment of the Judges. And now 
for “riding with the Sheriff” is 
substituted “ raiding the Sheriffs.” 


ON THE DISTAFF SIDE. 


Plans announced by the two na- 
tional committees make certain a 
greater attempt to interest women 
in the current. Presidential cam- 
paign than ever before. With the 
Democrats it is a counsel of neces- 
sity, if Mr. Hoover. tias the popular- 
ity he is assigned among the women 
of America. With the Republicans, 
for the same’ reason. it is a counsel 
of defense. Mrs. Ross, who attained 
national prominence when Wyoming 
made her the first. woman Governor 
in our history. and Mrs. FARLEY of 
Kansas, who has long been referred 
to. in the. breezy. West. as a party 
“ wheelhorse”’—though she is young, 
modern and slight—are to interest 
their sex in Governor SmiTH: The 
experiericed Mrs. HERT of Kentucky 
is to repeat for Mr. HOOVER the task 
which she undertook for. President 
Coo.ipee. On both sides are intelli- 
gence, energy and enthusiasm. The 
three Vice Chairwomen of the two 
party committees can readily prove 
to any mossbacks that politics is by 
no means 4 man’s game. 

As their work develops, note- 
worthy results should be discernible. 
One of the arguments for HOOVER’s 
nomination is.that women through- 
out the country regard him as the 
champion of their domestic eco- 
nomics. They learned during the 
war to think of the Food Admin- 
istrator as one who understood their 
Kitchen problems, and, being women, 
were drawn to his leadership be- 
cause of his ‘humanitarian work 
among the starving non-combatants 
ot~-Burope. On’ all ‘sides -political 
inquirers are told that women of } 
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[pated to vote — 
the Republican nominee.’ « * 
This is denied by Mrs, Ross and 
Mrs. Farizy. They point to Gov- 
ernor SMITH’S record in legislative 
and administrative matters relieving 
and improving the conditions of wo- 
men and children among the toilers 
of this State. They cite his rela- 
tions with his mother and other of 
his attributes as a typical paterfa- 
milias and insist that, as a man who 
lives up to the standards required 
by women of the nation’s elect, there 
is no possible advantage to HOOVER 
as contrasted with SMITH. 


CONFIRMING MONTAUK’S 
PARKS. 

The court decision reaffirming the 
title of the State of New York to 
the Hither Hills State Park and the 
Montauk State Park, at the end of 
Long Island, not only upholds the 
Long Island State Park Commis- 
sion, which acquired this property 
by. condemnation proceedings four 
years ago, but also establishes a 
precedent which may be of value in 
the future. The first decision of the 
court in favor of the State having 
been appealed, the Appellate Divi- 
sion ordered the second trial, which 
sustained the original decision. The 
presumption now is that, if the 
State through the park commissions 
wishes to acquire other lands by 
condemnation proceedings when it is 
unable to purchase them at a favor- 
able rate direct, it will be reasona- 
bly sure of being able to carry out 
its intention without undue legal 
obstructions. 

In the case of the two Montauk 
parks, the Long Island State Park 
Commission undertook negotiations 
with the private owners, but found 
its efforts blocked as a result of a 
projected real estate development 
scheme. In accordance with powers 
specifically granted in the Long Is- 
land State Park law of 1924, the 
Park Commission therefore began 
condemnation proceedings. The own- 
ers brought suit, but to no avail. In 
the meantime a local power com- 
pany, without obtaining the permis- 
sion of the Park Commission, ran a 
transmission line across the park 
property, doing considerable damage 
to the trees. The Park Commis- 
sion brought suit and was award- 
ed $8,500. This, incidentally, fore- 
shadowed validation of the State’: 
title to the land. 

The area thus assured to the State 
contains some of the most attractive 
wild land near the city. Montauk 
Point has a quality and atmosphere 
of its own, owing not only oo the 
height and nature of the dunes and 
bluffs, but also to the vegetation 
which is there at its. best. It is an 
ideal park site, and, barring the fact 
that the journey by automobite is 
still long, owing to the congestion on 
the roads on holidays, it is sure to 
be a popular playground. 

There was a time not so long ago 
when the desirability of State parks 
was questioned. New York State, 
largely under the leadership of Gov- 
ernor SMITH, went ahead in spite o- 
the doubters and today has the foun- 
dations of a magnificent park sys- 
tem. On Long Island the work of 
acquiring the lands has been made 
difficult by the unwillingness of resi- 
dents to see parks or parkways n 
their neighborhood. In the face of 
bitter criticism the Long Island State 
Park Commission has pushed for- 
ward, so that now many even among 
the objectors are beginning to see 
that the parks and parkways are 1n 
advantage not only to the people 
from the city but to the local prop- 
erty owners.

Influenced by Paris dressmakers’ 
openings and the New York style 
shows, and also possibly by their 
own desire to put 1n intimate finger 
into private affairs, the officials of 
the Government of La Paz, Bolivia, 
have ordered citizens to discard their 
old fashions and appear in European 
dress only. After the 6th of October 
the Indian population, which far 
outnumbers the white, will not be 
permitted to make a public appear- 
ance in garments of the. style to 
which they have been accustomed 
since the Spanish invasion.

Such rules 
will certainly work as they always 
do to make the population more 
devoted than ever to the forbid- 
den. “ Speak-easies” will spring up 
where women can wear their bright 
red skirts, and bootleggers will get 
rich from secret sales of old-style 
clothes, 


VETERAN PREFERENCE AGAIN. 


Ever since the war Washington 
and the State capitals have wit- 
nessed a persistent agitation in favor 
of various veteran preferences in the 
civil service. At present, as the re- 
sult of an Executive order issued by 
President HARDING in 1923, the Fed- 
eral Civil. Service Commission is re- 
quired to add five points to the rat- 
ings received by veterans taking 
civil service examinations. In the 
case of disabled veterans the prefer- 
ence is ten points, The President's 
advisers probably thought that this 
represented a reasonable compro- 
mise between those who wanted vet- 
erans favored by a blanket prefer- 
ence and those who opposed a pref- 
érence of any kind. Representative 
FISH of New York has never been 
satisfied with this. At the last ses- 
sion of Congress he sought to make 
the preference a matter of law and 
to extend its benefits. President 
COOLIDGE gave the bill a pocket veto, 
but at the same time appointed a 
commission, with Mr. F1isH as Chair- 
man, to study the whole question. 

To this commission the National 
Civil Service form League ad- 
dresses a protest against further 
lowering of the bars. The league is 
opposed to veteran preference on 
principle, preferring to base admis- 
sion to the Federal service on merit 
and fitness alone. A veteran who 
takes a civil service examination 
should be, and is now, given proper 
credit for his war service whenever 
that-would add to his fitness for the 
desired post. In atest for police- 
men it would be absurd not to give 
an ex-army sergeant, for example, 
due credit for his experience. The 
Federal commission now goes fur- 
ther than that and gives a substan- 
tial bonus for any kind of war ser- 
vice as a qualification for any kind 
of a job. In practice this sometimes 
operates to qualify a veteran where 
a non-veteran with the same mark 
might not have passed the examina- 
tion at all. To go still further and 
extend to veterans anything like a 
blanket preference would unques- 
tionably break down the efficiency 
of the whole Federal ‘civil service. 

Judging from his speeches in Con- 
gress, Mr. FisH feels that the Fed- 
eral commission has been unfair to 
the veterans. He insists that the 
number of disabled men in. the 
Government service is ‘“ criminally 
small.” If there has been any injus- 
tice, the commission, will be quick to 
discover it. It is composed of Brig.

Bureau; WILLIAM J. DONOVAN, As-

New York’s Revolutionary memorials, | | 


has arranged for the dedication on 
Aug..6 of a monument to the un- 
known soldiers who died on. the bat- 
tlefield of Oriskany. 

There are already two memorial 
tablets on this field bearing the 
names of American. soldiers who 
fought there under General Herxruer. 
The surprising thing is not.so much 
that some 360 took part in the battle 
whose names have not been found, 
but that nearly 500 names are already 
of record. Given the imperfect ac- 
counts of public events during the 
Revolution, and the fact that the 
Mohawk Valley in those days was a 
frontier region, still subject to In- 
dian incursions, it is remarkable that 
80 Many names have been discovered. 
_It .begins to look as if the series 
of sesquicentennial celebrations com- 
memorating historic events that oc- 
curred in New York State during the 
years of the Revolution has stimu- 
lated rather than satiated interest 
in local history. It would be en- 
couraging if other historical societies 
were to follow the example of the 
Mohawk Valley organization and 
were to continue the work of pre- 
serving and elucidating the records 
of famous local events. 


Downtown churches,

Skyscraper, COP®! Church, sur- 

rounded by growing 
forests of — find them- 
selves in a predicament. Dr. UpHam, 
who has been connected with the 
church for thirteen years, sees among 
the means of escape a' move uptown, 
a shift’ to institutional activity or 
renewed energy in evangelical work.

July 8. 

{ first noticed it at Sheepshead Bay right 
after sunset, Saturday night, in the form of 
what appeared to be a vivid greenish yellow 
cloud of sulphur smoke that suddenly grew 
in the eastern sky and: quickly faded away. 
A captain of a fishing boat said he also 
noticed this phenomenon in the eastern sky 
while the sun was still above the horizon. 

At 0:30 there gradually glowed into pro- 
nounced brilliance, half way up in the south- 
ern eky, a broad bow of yellowish white 
light which stretched completely from the 
eastern to the western horizon along. the 
ecliptic.

SPONSOR OF MUSIC 


Official of Steinway & Sons for 
Many Years—Friend and 
Adviser of Noted Masicians. 


‘Ernest Urchs, for many years an 
official of Steinway & Sons and an 
intimate with many of the world’s 
leading musical artists, died yester- 
day afternoon at his home 320 West 
Highty-seventh Street. He was 64 
years old and had been ill for more 
than six months. 

During his thirty-four years associ- 
ation.with the piano manufacturers, 
Mr. Urchs adv- iced to the head of 
the wholesale department of the con- 
certs’ und artists’ bureau. He was a 
sponsor of musical activities and an 
adviser in the careers of many of the 
eminent musicians both here and 
abroad. Paderewski, Rachmaninoff, 
and Hofmann were only a few of 


those celebrities with whom he be- 
came a close friend. 

A’ native of this city, Mr. Urchs 
spent the greater part of his life 
ere: He’ traveled’ frequently 
through Europe in the interest of 
musical art He was affiliated with 
nearly all-important nationa] and in- 
ternational movements for the ad- 
vancement of music, and at the time 
of his death was President of the 
MacDowell Memorial Associati 
During recent years he had re- 
linquished many of his active and 
honorary distinctions because of the 
declining condition of his health. 

The prominence of. Mr. Urchs 
musically is recalled by his partici- | th: 
pation in two ‘‘Critics’ Concerts’’ of 
amateur pianists here in January 
1927, along with Professor John Er- 
skine Olin Downes of THe New 
Yorx Trwes. He was. more of a 
recognized appreciator than a per- 
former in the art, but he was alwa ve 
proud of his appearances at t 
whimsical performances which were 
criticized prominent composers 
and arti 

Mr. Urchs was a member of the 
Lotus Club’and the Chicago Athletic 
Club. He is survived by his widow, 
Mrs. Emma Urchs, and one daughter, 
Mrs. Edgay M. Pope. The funer 
Services will be held at the home to- 
morrow afternoon.

The extraordinary rapidity with 
which Charles M. Schwab and other 
early associates of Mr. Carnegie 
made their millions caused them to 
be. regarded as almost fabulous per- 
sonages, and accounts of acts and 
incidents in their lives were apt. to be 
tinged with exaggeration when they 
were not actually invented.

rnegie, while seeking a 
pe Bs of linen, encountered 
the —— manager, Mr. Pea- 
cock, who offered, in a pleasingly fa- 

miliar Scote Scotch accent, to have it made 
for her in Scotland. Also she learned 
from him that he was a native of 
Dunfermline. Mr. Carnegie heard 
the incident that evening, recalled 
that he knew Mr. Peacock’s father, 
and invited the son to call. 


Obtains an Immense Order. 


Later Mr. Peacock entered the 
credit. department of the ‘Homestead 
steel works. A question of credit 
sent him to see the President of 
the Canadian Pacific _ Railroad, 
Thomas, later Sir Thomas, Shaugh- 
nessy. The two men ‘hit it off per- 
fectly and settled the difficulty in a 
moment. They did more, for when 
Mr. Peacock returned to Homestead 
and reported the success of his er- 
rands he tossed on the desk a paper, 
remarking: ‘‘And here is a little or- 
der for you.”’ 

It was for 65,000 tons of steel, the 
largest order in the history of the 
Carnegie stee} companies up to that 
time. It led to the immediate trans- 
ference of Mr. Peacock from credits 
to sales; and: from that time on the 
Carnegie mills knew no ‘‘dull times.’ 
The new sales manager kept them 
busy. all the year round. But when 
the United states Steel Corporation 
absorbed the Carnegie Steel Com 
pany Mr. Peacock retired permanent- 
ly from the stee? business. 

Since then he had various interests, 
of whith nang gman gs glass tmanu- 
facturing was important.

adjusters, doctors and lawyers in col- 
I*r ‘ing damages on fraudulent negli- 
gence claims. 

At the same time, the Brooklyn 
ambulance-chasing inquiry revealed 
another system employed by lawyers 
in obtaining their negligence cases 
from runners who received a scale 
of pricés paid for Dh eek meray con- 
which the vic- 
tims suffered injuries ranging from 
slight cuts and bruises to compound 
fractures. 

Irving B.. Cooper. of the. prose- 
cuting staff for the investigation be- 
fore Justice Wasservogel brought out 
in Laulicht’s testimony that certain 
adjusters, despite reports of investi- 
gators that the cases were false, paid 
claims. to the lawvers for fictitious 
claimants. Tn a case concerning an 
alleged taxicab accident in which 
four ‘‘plaintiffs’’ were said to have 
had iniury. certificates from Dr. 
Ehrenberg of 119 Pitt Street; :insu- 
rance company doctors reported ‘that 
none had been injured. A represen- 
tative. of the company testified that 
$125. had been paid in settlement to 
Morris FP Katz of 305 Broadway. the 
lawyer who handled the case. 

Another. fake case exposed by Lau- 
licht b-ought the lawyer, Er sont Kirsch- 
ner, also serving a sentence, $1.:000. 
The “accident” in this case was 
staged with an automobile purchased 
specially for the purpose by Kirsch- 
ner, who had the car insured under 
the name of Bernard Lobisch. an a» 
sumed name for Laulicht’s brother, 
Benjamin, nov’ also serving a sen- 
tence. After the claim was collected 
from the Fidelity and Casualty Com- 
pany a new policv was taken out 
with the Massachusetts Bonding and 
Insurance Cr--panv on. the car, Lau- 
licht said. 

Another ‘‘accident’’ was then ar- 
ranged. Louis Katz, another lawyer, 
Laulicht said. ‘‘fixed’’ the c: se be⸗ 
cause of h'> acquaintance with the 
adjuster for the Massachusetts Bond- 
ing and Insurance Company, Henry 
Lipton, whom Laulicht accused of 
coll ‘on in pnessing off the fake case 
as genuine. The adjuster, Laulicht 
said, arranged for the fake medical 
certificate and asked for 20 per cent. 
of the settlement, which share he 
was to split with some one else in 
the company Mr Cooper introduced 
th. report of Dr. Alfred Johnson of 
the insurance company, detailing in- 
juries which Laulicht said were 
never sustained. A representative 
.of the company then testified that 
Lipton “had left the company. re- 
cently. 

In two so-called ‘‘flop” cases 
against the United Cigar stores, 
Laulicht testified, claims were set- 
tled with Elmer Haight, an adjuster 
for the Employers’ Liability Com- 
pany. Mr, Cooner read into the rec- 
ord ‘reports of investigators that 
there had been no injuries in the 
cases. 

Laulicht also named a Mr. Barton, 
adjuster for the New Amsterdam 
Casualty Company, who, he said, 
promised to give irschner the facts 
necessary to start a ‘“‘suit’’ for. a 50 
per cent. “‘cut,”” and Edward Corr, 
an adjuster for the . .me company. 
who, ulicht said, ‘‘iacked up"’ set- 
tlements, in one case from $700 to 
$1,000. in order to increase his ‘‘cut’’ 
of 10 per cent. 

Dr Ehrenberg and Dr. Philip. M. 
Goldberg of 227 Henry Street took 
the stand and denied having any con- 
nection with lawyers named in the 
frand ring, or of ever issuing certifi- 
cates without first making an exam- 
ination.

OPPOSES FORCED SNOOPING

The recent prohibition ruling which 
seeks to prevent hotels from selling 
to their guests ‘‘soft’’ ingredients 
of a potential alcoholic beverage is

The slump in United States Gov- 
ernment bonds, which has been in 
progress this week as a result of 
high money rates, continued yester- 
day, five issues selling at their low- 
est levels of the year.

market. 

This, however, is not the case, as 
the real estate market. cannot be 
considered from the same standpoint 
as the stock market. As a matter 
of fact, the realty market is fairly 
active, considering the season, and 
brokers expect a good. demand for 


investment properties and several un- 
usually. large deals in the. midtown 
section of attan are pending. 

The apparent. erratic condition of 
the market, judged by the number 
of sales, is due to the fact that sev- 
eral big deals that have been pend- 
ing for days and even months may 
be reported closed on one day. while 
the following day there may only 
one or «two minor transactions. 
About the only true gauge of mar- 
ket activity is the weekly record of 
sales compared with the previous 
month’s or year’s figures. 

The decided movement northward 
in Westchester was marked further 
by two deals reported yesterday.
